I aa ona of tha aatuutad sua hnadrvd and alghtjr odd nUliona 
of shoekad and Ineanaad Aaarloau who miit and aobbad on baarlac tb« 
datalla of tha daatardly warimrm oooalttad by Laa Homzd Oawald on 
NOnmbar 22, 1963; I vaa anragad and infurlatad not only by tba covardly 
aaaaaalnatlon of our Fraaldant, but equally ao tqr the brutal murder, df 
patrolun J.T.Tlpplt, the father of three young children, and by the 
aerioua Injurlaa inflloted on Gov. John B. Connally vlth the aana 
murder-gun. 

Oi Ntonnber 23, 1963, 1 heard at ay hone la Searadale, »*# lark, 
a T.V. coast to coaat broadcaat of the n«m oenferenee by Dlstrlet 
Attorney Hanry Wade, at his office, to brief the local reporters and 
the reapective Maws Agencies concerning the srrest of Oswald. I prasiraa 
you heard the aaaa progrtn. 

. Wsde,»ho haa an enviable reputation aa an honorable and 
etdilcel laMyar and a brilliant proaeootsr, told tba world that he 
l>«i " "UTrlLllllt «» *J«nc« " that Oswald was tha killer of both 
f**romm^^BiSrgnmamat KmaOr, fra the teatlnony of fifteen 
i^tabM^^Hteaa md fra nolMpeaohable doesBentary evidaBoe. His 

•adsfled by Bare cenclualons and asiEad for mora 
detelleA^^^BtloB, and Mr. Wade obliged. Be told thn that the 
'""^J^SMP'* *^ exploded ahells were In his possession with 
proof «M#l»gim was beogfat by Oswald, by ull, under an aaaumad 
one In his own handwriting, found inong hia peraonal cffacta; • Where 
the gim had been kept and that tie had ordered and paid for the telescope 
attaclBsnta to the gun.
